Enthusiastic Meeting at lbany 
of 900 Delegates From 
18 Covaties 


CONSTITUTION 1S ASKED 
FOR ITS CO-OPERATION 


At Remarkable Gathering of 
Good Roads Enthusiasts Held 
at Albany Tuesday the Route 
and Name for Great Highway 
From Atlanta to Tampa Are 
Selected by the Delegates.

Aibany, Ga., April 25.—(Special.j— 
With the Andersonville-Thomasville 
route named, laid out and established 
as the result of the meeting here to- 
day of 500 delegates representing 
eighteen counties, the people of west- 
ern and southwestern Georgia are de- 
termined to have a highway that will 
draw the tourist to it by the sheer 
force of its attractiveness, 

From Atlanta to Madisep, Fla., every 
foot of the route as definitely de- 
termined upon and Pm ringing resolu- 
tions unanimously adopted. 

The Constitution was urgeqg to make 
its fall tour over the Andersonville- 
Thomasville route: and further to en- 
ter negotiations with a view to mak- 
ing it part and parcel of a great in- 
terstate route to the west with Chica- 
zo or some other leading city as a 
terminus. 

‘The Andersonville-Thomasvillie route 
as adopted in today’s meeting was 
established largely upon three pri- 
mary considerations, quality of roads, 
cutting down distance, and country and 
scenery.

Washington, April 25.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham will appeal to the su- 
preme court to sustain the so-called 
“corner counts” in the government’s in- 
dictments of James A. Patten, Eugene 
C. Scales, Frank B. Hayne, William P. 
Brown and Robert M. Thompson, charg- 
ed with leading the May cotton corner 
of 1910 on the New York exchange. 

Judge Noyes, in the United States 
circuit court for the southern district of 
New York, sustained all of the counts of 
the indictment except those charging a 
corner to fix the price of raw cotton. 
He condemned the practice unreserved- 
ly, but held it did not come within the 
jurisdiction of the haw upon which the 
indictments were cased. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham’s appeal is from that 
part of the decision.

Largely the new route will follow 
the western leg of The Constitution’s 
Round-the-State tour of 1910, anq yet 
at points there is considerable devia- 
tion. Ags determined upon the new 
route will follow pretty closely the 
line of the Atlanta and Fiorida divis- 
ion of the Southern railway from At- 
the Central of 
Georgia from Fort Valley to Albany 
and the Atlantic Coast Line to Thomas- 
ville and Quitman. 

It is proposed that it shall run from 
Atlanta to Woolsey, that being the 
first point mentioned after leaving 
Atlanta; thence to Zebulon, Yates- 
ville, Culloden, Mussella, Roberta. 
Lee, Pope, Fort Yalley, Marshallville, 
Montezuma, Oglethorpe, Andersonville, 
Americus, Smithville, Leesburg, Albany, 
Baconton, Camilla, Pelham. Meigs, 
Ochlocknee, Thomasville, Boston, Quit- 
man, #hence direct to Madison.

This route was selected only after 
considerable discussion, which at times 
waxed Warm as a result of the effort 
of delegates from other counties and 
towns to have their sections included.

WORK ON VIADUCT 
BEGINS {N MONTH 


BellwoodAvenue Right- 
of-Way Bought. 


Property Sold to the City for 
$9,450, Leaving $550 to Be 
Used .in Paving the New 
Street Leading Under the 
Viaduct. 


Work will begin on the Bellwood 

avenue viaduct Within thirty days. 
- This statement was made by J. J. 
Griers, of the bridge committee of 
city council following a meeting of 
that committee and property owners, 
in and around the vicinity where the 
span will be erected.’ As was stated 
in yesterday's Cons.itution, the c'ty 
had appropriated $10,000 for the pur- 
chase of property to secure a right- 
of-way. The land was bought (for 
$9,450, leaving $550, which will be 
used for paving a new street leading 
under the viaduct across the railroad 
tracks. 

For the land J. N. Austin was paid 
$1,500; u. K. Shippey $2,100; Harry 
Schaul $3,250, D. J. Ray $600, Mrs. 
F. E. Todd $500, W.° L. Traynham $1,- 
500. The property secured from H. 
M. Beutell was taken in exchange for. 
property belonging to the city. The 
property bought from Mr. Traynham 
will be used for the new street. 

The viaduct will begin at the junc- 
tion of Means street and Bellwood ave- 
nue, extending across the railroad 


right of way beyond the store of J. N. 
Ausin. The railroad, it is believed, will 
pay $20,000 of the $60,000 needed, the 
county will probably give $15,000, 
which leaves $25,000 for Atlanta to 
contribute. A new street will begin 
at the Means street end running 
across the tracks to the other end. 
This road will be paved with approved 
material.

URLS ON STAGE 
IN MOST DANGER 


Miss Gordon Talks on 
“White Slavery.” 


Says Conditions Surrounding 
the Stage Worse for the Girl 
Than in Factories and Mills. 
Wants Night Messenger Re- 
form. 


“Right now there are sixty thousand 
white slaves in America and you would 
be astonished at the -percentage of 
those coming from the stage.” 

This was the most striking state- 
ment made by Miss Jean Gordon last 
night, at the second session of the 
third annual: southern ‘conference on 
woman and child labor, held in the hall 
of representatives. 

Miss Gordon is a prominent figure in 
the movement to put restrictions 
around child labor, and has given much 
time and attention to the study of the 
conditions bringing about white slav- 
ery. Her address was an indictment of 
the night messenger service, and an 
analysis of the white slavery situation. 
She was formerly inspector of cotton 
mills in New Orleans. 

Dangers of Stage Life. 

“TI am very familiar with the condi- 
tions in cotton factories, mills, laun- 
dries and other places, where young 
boys and girls are worked, but I have 
found these conditions not half so bad 
as those ofthe stage. I have partic- 
ularly noted the demand for physically 
attractive girls. The girls see the 
glamor of the footlights and answer. 
The life is enjoyable at first, but soon 
she loses her attractiveness, finds her- 
self unable’ to get decent work, and 
faces the crisis. She often chooses the 
easiest way.” 

Addresses were also made by Hooper 
Alexander, and by Seaborn Wright 
both members of the child labor com- 
mittee. Stereopticon pictures of chil- 
dren working in factories were shown 
by A. J. McKelway. 

With H. P. Hanson, fourth vice 
president in the chair, the first session 
of the third annual Southern Confer- 
ence on Woman and Child Labor was 
called to order at 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning.

Washington, April 25.—(Special.)— 
Gathered in Washington today to dis- 
cuss plans for a comprehensive scheme 
of advertising to present the boundless 
resources and wonderful attractions of 
the south to the people of other fec- 
tions, were {the representatives 
practically all the southern railroads 


and connecting lines. 

Atherton Brownell, president of the 
Century Syndicate of New York, was 
the principal spokesman and outlined 
to the railroad men present the plan 
he had in mind. The Century Syndi- 
cate has built up an organization that 
controls space in every newspaper 
throughout the country. It is equipped 
to introduce special supplements ad- 
vertising the south into periodicals in 
every part of America. 

All Interests to Co-Operate. 

While the meeting was an executive 
one, and no statement was given out 
as to the specific details of the meas- 
ures discussed, {it is known that the 
plan which received the most attention 
calls for co-operation by 
business men and industrial corpora- 
tions generally, though the railroads

ANDREW CARNEGIE 
BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Tells of 
Connection With Defunct 
Trust Company. 


New York, Apnil 25.—Andrew Carne- | 
Sie testified. today before the grand 
jury as to his relations with the de- 
funct Carnegie Trust Company, which 
adopted his name, but with which he 
has had no connection aside from 
financial assistance rendered when the 
institution found itself in difficulties 


and appealed to him. 

In the collapse of the institution it 
is said that vast sums of money which 
Mr. Carnegie loaned it have been tied 
up and it is believed that during the 
hour and ten minutes he was before 
the grand jury he related some de- 
tails of these loans and was asked to 
what extent he had promised further 


He was questioned in connection 
with the printed but unconfirmed state- 
ments that state banking department 
officials had hesitated to close the 
trust company “When they first learned 
of the impairment of its capital, be- 
cause of an alleged understanding that 
Mr. Carnegie would see the institution 
safely through, as a matter of per- 
eonal sentiment. It is understood that 
Mr. Carnegie contradicted rumors that 
he had made such promises.

Washington, April 25,—Im- 
mediate investigation of the ar- 
rest and extradition of J. J. Me- 
Namara, of Indianapolis, is pro- 
vided for in a resolution intro- 
duced in the house today by 
Representative Victor Berger, of 
Wisconsin, the socialist member. 
Mr. Berger would have the in- 
quiry undertaken by a joint 
committee ‘of the house and sen- 
ate.

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Indianapolis, April 25.—Detective 
William J. Burns tonight was served 
with a warrant charging him with 
complicity in the alleged kidnaping 
of J. J. McNamara, secretary and treas- 
urer of the International Assoctation 
of Bridge and Structural Pron Workers, 
said to be implicated in the Los Ange- 
les Times explosion. 

Three attorneys were arraigned to- 
day on the same charge, and they 
spent two hours in jail because of de- 
in obtaining bonds for them. The 
attorneys imprisoned were Walter 
Drew and J. A. G. Badorf, of New York 
counsel and assistant counsel for the 
National Erectors’ Association, and Ww. 
Joseph Ford, assistant district attor- 
nev of Los Angeles. 

Burns Under 810,000 Bond. 

Burns was arrested as he was going 
to the court of Justice of the Peace 
Manning to surrender himself. Consta- 
bles had searched for him all day. He 
was released under $10,000 bond to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. He was 
subpoenaed to testify tomorrow. 

Drew, Badorf and Ford were releas- 
ed from jail under bonds of the same 
amount. They waived preliminary ex- 
amination and were bound over to the 


grand jury. 
Frank Fox, a chauffeur, charged 


with having assisted in the alleged 
kidnaping of McNamara, in that he 
drove the automobile in which Mc- 


Namara was taken from here last Sat- 
urday, was released under $5,000 bond 
to appear before the grand jury. Con- 
stables with “John Doe” warrants 
were said to be seeking some of Burns’ 
assistants tonight. 

These incidents and the continuing 
of the investigation by the Marion 
county grand jury were the main de- 
velopments in the probe of the alleg- 
ed conspiracy to collect dynamite in 
this city for the purpose of blowing up 
structures being built by “open shop” 
contractors over the country and a 
second alleged plot of agents of the 
employers to discredit the Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
by “planting” dynamite and other evi- 
dence against it and by “railroading” 
to California its secretary, J. J. Mc- 
Nemara. 

Plans te Defend McNamara. 
After secret conferences of national 
officers of several labor organizations 
today, it was announced that definite 
plans are to be made for the assistance 
of the Bridge and Iron Workers’ Asso- 
ciation in defending itself and its sec- 
retary, J. J. McNemara. 

Five witnesses were examined by the 
grand jury during the day. Superin- 
tendent of Police Hyland and Captain 
of Detectives Holtz were the first sum- 
moned, and it is intimated that the 
grand jury purposed to learn if the 
police officers and Police Judge Col- 
lins exceeded their authority in the 
part they took in the arrest and extra- 
dition of McNamara. 

Attorney W. C. Appleman was the 
next witness called, probably for the 
purpose of learning the whereabouts 
of Miss Mary C. Dye, formerly private 
secretary for McNamara. According to 
the attorney, the girl, in forcing the 
payment of a legal. claim of $300 
against McNamara, told 4ppleman that 
she had important information about 
McNamara and the iron workers’ or- 
ganization, which McNamara would not 
like to have known. The claim, ac- 
cording to Appleman, was paid. 

Where Dynamite Was Found. 

Harry Graff, custodian of the Ameri- 
can Central Life Building, in which 
the union's offices are located, complet- 
ed the witnesses for the day. Graff 
rents the rooms and he had stated he 
had given McNamara permission to 
construct the compartment in the base- 
ment in which the dynamite was found 
last Saturday night by Detective Burns 
and the police. 

State Representative John J. Keegan 
who is connected with the national or- 
ganization of the machinists’ union and 
who made the affidavits alleging kid- 
naping said tonight that the arrests of 
the private detectives and unofficial in- 
vestigators was not a “grandstand 
play” on the part of the labor organi- 
zations, 

“We ate going about this case,” said 
Keegan, “without any show and ex- 
pect to prove our charges against the

The free list bill puts agricultural 
implements ‘of any kind and descrip- 
tion’’ on the free list. Mr. Manr ex- 
pressed the belief it could be stretched 
to include the free entry of saws, axes, 
forks, garden hose, hay Knives and al- 
most everything else that a farmer, 
horticulturist, gardener or tiller of the 
soil ever uses. 

He said the bill was so drawn that 
it would admit free the leather from 
which the farmer's shoes were made, 
but would exclude that from which 
his wife’s shoes were made. It put a 
premium on foreign labor, he said, 
by permitting these special kinds of 
leather to come in free, when they 
were partly made up. 

In putting agricultural implements 
on the free list, said Mr. Mann, the 
democrats would let the International 
Harvester Company dump into the 
United States the implements it made 
with foreign labor in its factories in 
France, Germany, Russia and Canada. 

“These products will be sold here,” 
he said, “not at lower prices, but at

By Holding Great Cele- 
bration in New Orleans.

Southern Commercial Congress 
Plans Great Celebration Two 
Years Hence to Commemorate 
Completion of Canal---It Will 
Precede ’Frisco Exposition. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 25.—(Special,)— 
On his return today from a visit to 
New Orleans, managing Director wu. 
Grosvenor Dawe, of the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress, said that two years 
hence the congress representing the 
whole south would commemorate the 
completion of the Panama canal by 
holding a great celebration in the 
Crescent City. 

Mr. Dawe adverted to «he fact that 
water would be turned into the big 
ditch sometime between September 
and November, 1918. He thinks that 
event wii mark the actual completion 
of the canal, though it will no. ve 
coincident with the opening. 

Not an exposition, but a celebra- 
tion, is planned for New Orleans. The 
Soutuern Commercial Congress will 
invite the leading figures in the na- 
tion to participate. San Francisco has 
been awarded the Panama exposition, 
but New Orleans proposes to do a 
little celebrating on its own account 
some eighteen months earlier. 

In the course of an interview tell- 
ing of his trip south, Mr. Lawe said: 

“Under the guidance of the con- 
gress there wii be held a series of 
conventions affecting every chief in- 
terest of the south, and running 
throughout the morth of November. 
Concurrently with tne convention, 
Louisiana will arrange a_ series of 
land and water pageants, historical 
and allegorical, setting forth the 
progress of the nation from the time 
of the savage to the date of the wed- 
ding of tne Atlantic and the Facific. 
At certain prearranged dates in the 
month, or possioly daily, throughout 
the mon.., one or more excursion 
steamers will leave New Orleans to 
carry the nation’s business leaders to 
the canal, in which so much of the 
nation’s money has been used. The 

lan will endeavor to make it pos- 
ible for men i ving within 1,000 miles 
of the gus. * "end not more than 
$100 on traveling expenses to the ca- 
nal and home again.

Wiehe’s statement followed the testi-| 
mony of W. H. Cook, of Duluth, who it 
was brought out had written a threaten- 
ing letter to Hines. Wiehe corroborated 
some of Cook's statements, but denied 
the pungent part of his charges. 

He Catled the -‘Governoer.” 

Cook declared that he was in a room 
at the Grand Pacific hotel in Chicago 
on May 26, 1909, with William O’Brien 
and Edward Hines, when Hines tele- 
phoned to someone called “governor,” 
at Springfield. 

During this alleged telephone con- 
versation, by Hines, Cook said that 
Hines declared to the “governor” that 
he was ready to take the next train to 
Springfield with all the money neces- 
sary to effect WilHam Lorimer’s elec- 
tion to the United States senate. Lori- 
mer’s election occurred later that same 
day. 

M. B. Coan, investigator for the com- 
mittee, testified that he had inter- 
viewed William O’Brien in Duluth 
within the,Jast week and that O’Brien 
tol@ about the same story,as Cook, 
only differing that O’Brien got the im- 
pression that former Governor Richard 
Yates was on the Springtield end of 
the telephone. 

Following the recital of Cook before 
the investigating committee, Governor 
Charles S. Deneen issued a statement 
in which he declared that he had never 
at any time held such a conversation 
with Hines. 

Former Governor Yates also denied 
that he ever had any such conversa- 
tion with Hines as that related by 
Cook. 

Thought He Talked to Lorimer. 

Wiehe stated to the committee that 
he, although not in the room when 
Hines got the Springfield call, believed 
that Hines talked to William Lorimer. 

Wiehe testified that on May 26, 1909, 
Hines returned to Chicago from Wash- 
ington at 8:30 o'clock in the morning. 

Wiehe said that Hines had “put in” 
Several telephone calls to Springfield 
on that day, but did not know whom 
Hines was calling. 

Hines, at a previous hearing, testi- 
fied that he talked with Governor De- 
neen on that morning from the Conti- 
nental and Commercial National Bank. 

Cook today declared that he an- 
Swered the telephone in his room at 
the Grand Pacific, when the call came 
for Hines. ' 

“I understood the central girl to 
Say ‘Here’s governor or the governor 
at Springfield for Mr. Hines,’ testified 
Cook. , 

Aldrich and Taft Named. 

He then related the conversation as 
he remembered it as follows: : 

“Hines took the receiver out of my 
hand and the spoke in the phone. He 
asked, ‘Hello, hello, hello. Hello, is 
this you, governor? He said, ‘Well, I 
just left President Taft and Senator 
Aldrich last night in Washington. Now, 
they tell me that under no considera- 
tion shall Hopkins .be returned to the 
Senate. Now, I will be down on the 
next train. Don’t leave anything un- 
done. I will be down on the next 
train, prepared to furnish all the 
money that is required. Now, don’t 
stop at anything; don’t leave anything 
undone. I will be down on the next 
train,’ or words to that effect; repeat- 
ed it over three or four times.” 

Specific About ‘the Money. 


Gook was (specific regarding ithe | 
matter of money being mentioned and 
on cross-examination ‘repeated this 
part of the conversation.

“Why, the conversation was sube 
stantially or practically as follows:

He charged Cook 
with trying to blackmail Hines and the 
Weyerhauser lumber interests. 

Cook admitted that he had sent a let- 
ter to L. E. Weyerheuser and also to 
Wiehe, in which he threatened to tell 
what he knew of the Lorimer matter 
unless they agreed to settle a fight 
among the stockholders of the Virginia 
and Rainy Lake Lumber Company. 
These letters were produced by Cook, 
who also admitted that Edward Hines 
Lumber Company held $180,000 of 
Cook’s notes and mortgages. 

Cook also testified that he and Henry 
Turrish, of Duluth, met Mr. Hines going 
through the hotel lobby in May, 1909, 
shortly before the election of Lorimer. 
“Mr. Turrish asked him,” ‘said Cook, 
“how he was getting on down in Wash- 
ington.

stance, old Stephenson. After I elect- 
ed him, he has gone down to Washing- 
ton and started working there for free 
lumber.

At the time Groves swore that he had 
retired from the business. 

The: indictment today grew out of 
his recent arrest by the sheriff, who 
charged that Groves had been receiving 
wholesale shipménts of liquor since 
his pardon and delivering them to va- 
rious saloons in the city, ostensibly 
operated by other persons, but alleged 
to be still owned by Groves. Gore is 
said to be Groves’ cousin. He operates 
two saloons. 

This last indictment against Groves 
will be tried before Judge Felton in 
the superior court.

Weare near midway of the half century mark since the opening 
of the civil\ war. 

Wherever men gather under the now eorla: -flung folds of the 
stars and stripes there is, and has been, discussion. of the first shot | 
fired on Fort Sumter, and of the fast-crowding events that separated 
civilization’s greatest republic into two hostile camps; and that 
inaugurated the greatest war of brothers in civilization’s story.

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A PLEA FOR INTENSIVE EDUCATION. 


Especially significant in that it comes not only from a succéss- 
ful business man, but as well, a university graduate, is the plea of 
Harrv Hodgson, trustee of the University of Georgia, summarized 
elsewhere, for what may be termed intensive education for the busi- 
ness man. 

Mr. Hodgson’s address, which was delivered at the recent. meet- 
ing of the Conference for Education in the South, at Jacksonville, is 
in reality a broad study of pending and prospective business condi- 
tions in tle south, as they relate to the indispensability of higher 
education. 

His definition of education goes beyond that ordinarily accepted 


'—it might accurately be called an appeal for twentieth century 


preparedness. 

Mr. Hodgson reviews the growing complexity and volume of 
industry and commerce, the revolutions wrought by applied scence, 
system, combination and co-operation, and the constantly ascending 
standard of efficiency the young man entering business is required 
to meet. 

It is his belief that only ‘by higher education is today’s candidate 
for business success given the mental sweep and grasp to meet the 
keen competition and the shifting conditions ruling-in our time. 

An important feature of his address ts an indorsement of the 
school of commerce in connection with university training. 
shows that Harvard has already adopted the idea, requiring, how- 

ever. that the matri¢ulate shall first take his academic. or prceer 


| sional degree before qualifying. 


The University of Georgia hopes soon to inaugurate a post- 
graduate course of this nature. In the degree that such a depart- 
ment would offer concentrated equipment for the battleground of 
modern business, it should be warmly welcomed—especially as Geor- 
gia, with other southern states, is on the threshold of a new era of 
rewards and responsibilities. 3

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RRY HODGSON 


One of the most forceful addresses | 
delivered at the Conference for Educa- 
tion in the South, just concluded at 
Jacksonville, was that by Harry Hodg- 
son, of Athens, Ga., a trustee of the 
University of Georgia, ard member of 
the executive board of the confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Hodgson's subject was “A 
Higher Standard of Education for’ 
Business Men,” and was a_$ striking 
and consecutive analysis of penuing 
and prospective. business and indus- 
trial conditions in the south and the 
country. 

He reviewed the growing camplex- 
ity of American business methods, and 
held that education “in its highest 
form was needed to fit men mentally, 
morally and ethically for success in| 


j 


various business fields. ‘ 


2 
In concluding, Mr.: Hodgson advo- 
cated a school of commerce as a post- 
graduate course for the University of 
Georgia, and said that steps were now 
forward looking to that end. 


Business ang Intelligence. 


A sample of Mr. Hodgson’s well- 
knit arguments and his conclusion is 
as follows: , 


“Those who think that higher edu- 
cation is unnecessary. unless. their 
sons are to be professionai men, are 
making a miscalculation. Business 
success depends primarily on intelii- 
gence and judgment. Some _ people 
think wisdom and judgment are in- 
{ think sound 
intelligence is often inherited, but I 
know it needs much training before it 
is fit to solve modern day business 
problems. 

“If I had time I think I could con- 
vince you that immense money value 
is locked up in edueation and that the 
largest success in business cannot be 
obtained under present-day conditions 
8 gars thorough educational  train- 
ng 

“I want you to realize that you are 
permitting young men to enter busi- 
ness under a serious handicap when 
you do not make clear to the,n that 
education and a trained mind is ewz- 
sential under existing conditions. 

“One prime essential for success in 
business is willingness to work and 
to work steadily for long hours. Some 
people think colleges do riot demand 
hard work from stydents, but that 
students are allowed to slip through 
by an easy route, that they learn 
shiftless habits while in college. When 
this is so, as a rule, it is the par- 
ents’ fault. Demand that your boy 
take an A. B. or a B. S. or B. E. de- 
gree. I will guarantee he will know 
what work is if you will do this. He 
will be a good business man, too, in 
all probability, for he will learn the 
great lesson that no success can come 
without real work. I have never 
done any harder work than I did in 
college. The temptation, often came 
to give,.up. It seemed hard work for 
little purpose. Parents frequently 
give way to importunities of lazy 
sons. It means failure for the boy 
when you let him choose his path 
through the elective courses which he 
takes to dodge his Latin and Greek 
and the toughest mathematics, 

“Most people advocate an A. B. 
course only for a lawyer, doctor or 
preacher. I stand for it as good for 
the business man. 


Perverted Education, 


“I have trie. to emphasize the 
money value of education to business 
men. J] wish time permitted me to 
explain how some educated German 
business men used their trainéd intel- 
lects to design a potash law within 
the recent past which they put 
through the German reichstag de- 
priving Americans of an advantageous 
purchaSe of potash which cost Amer- 
icans about $7,000,000 yearly for a 
period of six years or a totai of over 
$40,000,000. That was using educa- 
tion for an evi: purpose, from my point 
of, view, for 1 think a trade when 

made is a covenant that should be 
binding and in this country it would 
not have been possible to put a law 
through congress taxing certain pot- 
ash and not taxing other potash or 
all potash. This was done in Ger- 
many by the astuteness and influence 
of certain German businéss intérests 
and the American importers were 
helpless to protect the advantages 
they had gained in an advantageous 
trade. 

“The Germans are perhaps the best 
educated people on earth. They cer- 
tainly worked out a scheme which 
cost Americans over $40,970,000, and 
Il expect had the Americans been as 
influential with our government as 
thege educated Germans -were with 
their government the Germans would 
not have succeeded’ in taking from us 
the advan es of a fair trade. 

“Assum now that these fllustra- 
tions have made clear the fact that 
education is heipful, not to say essen- 
tial, to business success, I now want 
to emphasize the advantage of edu- 
cation as a liberalizing influence which 
will incline a successful business man 
to use his success for a good purpose. 

“Il would show but poor insight into 
the subject if I did not recognize that 
the worst feature of success in bus- 


trollable tendency to gyow greedy and 
to become a slave to one’s success. 
You see a few samples of business 
men who give liberally of both their 
time and money to good causes, 
Where there is one whv tries to use 
his success for the general good there 
are some thousands to whom such an 
idea seemns absurdly ridiculous, 

“This would not be an occasion for 
much concern if it were not true that 
many business men in this country are 
growing rich beyond the dreams of 
avarice, while many poor and ignor- 
ant people are daily growing poorer 
and more abiect in their poverty. I 
am. not going to talk socialism or pro- 
pound any socialistic doctrines, but 
simply want to make clear ty you 
certain facts and conditions with 
which I am familiar as a business man 
in the hope that the conference may 
consider the facts for what they are 
worth, and help solve the problems 
they disclose. People in. the gouth 
have not seen so much _ prosperity 
among business men as to startle them. 
Truth is that this part of the country 
is only now beginning to prosper. The 
dreadful experiences and ravages of 
the war gave us such a setback that 
other sections of our country heve had 
thirty vears of this prosperity which 
is now only commencing with us, but 
it is coming with us now and so rap- 
idly as to be surprising. 

“We will soon have many rich men 
in the south. God grant that they. be 
inclined to use their wealth wisely. 
Some of. them, let us hope. will take 
their cue from the late George W. 
Scott. He did not wait to be asked 
for help, but sought out the president 
of a college near Atlanta. This was 
what he sald: 

“"*The Lord has greatly blessed me. 
I do not wish it to harden my heart.’ 

“He recognied the tendency that 
comes to every successful business 
man. He no doubt felt the inclination 
that every one seems to feel to want 
more and more until finally the money 
becomes the master instead of the 
man. He fought this spirit from his 
heart and conquered it. He first gcve 
$40,000 to this institution which now 
bears the name of his mother, Agnes 
Scott, and his first gift bore good 
fruit. He doubled it and then trebled 
it and now that he is gone the work 
goes on at this great institution of 
learning. It has found other friends 
to take his place and its work is 
blessing many. 


Bulwark to Education, 


“Now in conclusion I only want to. 
say that business men can be made a 
bulwark to education and to progress, 
but it will be no easy task. We must 
have educated business men. Men who 
have gone through. our co.ieges have 
there .learned the great lesson that 
life means much that cannot be bought 
with gold. Money buys so many 
things that are pleasant that it is not 
unnatural for us to place it upon a 
high pedestal. We will easily become 
siaves of money unless we are Ccare- 
ful, but education gives us better 
standards by which to measure weaith 
and a clearer perception of what 
wealth really is. 

“I want to call your attention to the 
introduction of special schools of com- 
merce in our universities. These are 
movements in the right direction. The 
tendency of the times is for young 
men to enter business life, for the 
great problem of making a living is, 
alter all, the biggest of ali of our 
problems. Harvard has the right 
idga She has founded a graduate 
school of vusiness administration.

careers for their boys must see to it 
that their education is fundamentally 
good. .These schools devote them- 
selves to the mechanical side of bus- 
iness. They develop a fine office ma- 
chine in the person of a stenographer, 
bookkeeper or the like, but they do 
not produce a mentally trained man, 
much’ less a trained head for an en- 
terprise. 

“In the south we cannot for the 
present establish graduate schools 


but we can inaugurate special schools 
of commerce where speuial training 
can be furnished that will be most 
helpful to young men who are going 
to enter business life.

Shortly afterwards Mr. Hill left for 
Europe, and if he did any “acting” no- 
body noticed it particularly. The re- 
publicans continued to callgon Hitch- 
cock to discuss matters pertaining to 
the organization. 

The disposal of patronage is connec- 
tion with the postoffice department of- 
fers boundless opportunities for a clev- 
er politician to do effective work in 
fence building. This was part of Hitch- 


cock’s job as long ago as when he was 
serving as first assistant postmaster 
general. It is still. 

The Saunders’ resolution, now before 
the committee on expenditures in the 
postoffice department, directs an in- 
quiry into all these subjects.

The committee met this morning for 
an executive session, and will hold an- 
other meeting tomorrow afternoon.

At New York Celebration of 
Tercentenary of the King

New York, April 25.—Letters from 
King George of England and President 
Taft were read at Carnegie ,hall to- 
night at a notable gathering in cele- 
bration of the three hundredth anni- 
versary of the pwhblication of the King 
James version of the English Bible.

CANADA’S PAGEANT 
BARRED AT CORONATION 


Feared That Pageant Might 
Wound the Feelings 
American Visitors. 


London, April 26.—It was learned to- 
day that it was in consequence of 
communications between London and 
Washington, and hints to the Canadian 
committee, of which Lord Strathcona 
ig president, that a decision was reach- 
ed to eliminate from the coronation 
program Canada’s principal contribu- 
tion to the pagentry “festival of em- 


“pire.” 


The piece, which has been in course 
of preparation at the Crystal Palace, 
and which called for eight hundred 
performers, entitled “Chateaugay,” 
where Canada was held for -the “em- 
pire,” was intended to represent the 
defeat through strategy of the invad- 
ing American force in 1812 by a hand- 
ful of Canadians. 

After consideration, it was thought 
that the pageant might wound the sus- 
ceptibilities of American visitors tothe 
coronation, and ‘it was also suggested 
that a feeling might’ be caused in’ the 
United States that would endanger 
the conclusion of the proposed Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty. Rather 
than make either event possible the au- 
thorities decided to abandon the spec-

The condition of the railroad ap- 
proaches, almost always, rests with 
the citizens, and the railroad officials 
are powerless to control it. The rig’. t- 
of-way is broadened by bac yards, 
into which hundreds of Pople gaze 
from passing trains; bat the people 
seem dead to any spse of shame, and 
decorate their premises with ash piles, 
garbage and tim cans. When they get 
a clean-up aywakening, they usually 
make a dump-ground of the railroad’s 
right-of-way. 

AS we/approach the depot, we find 
coal sbht-ds, warehouses and billboards 
OW every hand—no attention to clean- 
Tiness or order—and if any pressure is 
brought to bear by the railroad com- 
panies they are threatened with the 
loss of business. 

All railroad companies do not agree 
upon the importance of station parks, 
but I have never known a_ general 
manager who was not willing to co- 
operate with the citizens in the pro- 
motion of civic Improvement, although 
they sometimes balk at leading the 
procession. 

My advice is, clean up your back 
yards and vacant lots, burn or bury 
your refuse, make your warehouses 
along the right-of-way neat and at- 
tractive. Abolish billboards. Educate 
your citizens, not to make paths across 
the parks the railroad has _ created 
for their benefit. 

Show the railroad companies that 
you appreciate their efforts and you 
are willing to co-operate with them. 
Believe me, you can count on their 
support. 

The situation of the railroad world, 
at this time, is unsettled, owing to 
the recent decision of the interstate 
commerce commission, and a general 
retrenchment has been ordered on most 
lines. What the end will be, I cannot 
prophesy; but I am positive that the 
only solution of all the trouble is, a 
closer co-operation and sympathy be- 
tween the veople and the railroad com- 
panies. 
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* “ 
: AN INSPIRING WOMAN. . 
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In the work that has been crowded 
upon women to do since they have be- 
come organized for work under the 
spirit of nineteenth and twentieth 
century civilization, they are pvoegin- 
ning to be burdened with work to that 
extent when their equipment for 
work is being lessened.

She is one 
of the organizers of the Freich Al- 
liance in Chicago, and is chairman of 
the Italian department of.tne Woman's 
Ciub of Chicago. 

As the name implies, this depart- 
ment of the Woman’s Club is devoted 
to the study of Italian art, Italian lit- 
erature -and Italian drama.

With a dittle attention to the matter, 
it is easy to decide beforehand how 
much you ought to eat. If at home, 
insist upon knowing what is dessert 
before you reach it. This will often 
prevent overeating because you will 
‘leave a place’ for the last course. 

“4: Never take a second cup of cof- 
fee. You will not care for a second if 
you moisten your food sufficiently 
with saliva. Take dinner coffee al- 
— with dessert, or after, never be- 
ore.”’

Breakfast Muffins.—-Mix two cupfuls 
of bread flour with four teaspoonfuls 
of baking power and one teaspoonful 
of salt, and sift twice. Add gradually 
one ‘cupful of milk and one and one- 
‘halt tablespoonfuls each of melted but- 
tér and lard. "Take up by spoonfuls and 
fill‘ buttered. muffin tins two-thirds full, 
Bake in a hot oven fifteen to twenty 
minutes. 


‘Buckwheat Cakes.—Scaid two cupfuls 
of milk and. pour over one-third of a 
cupful of ‘fine bread crumbs,and let 
stand thirty minutes; then add one- 
‘half teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth of 
a ‘yeast cake dissolved in one-half cup- 
ful of luke-warm water and buckwheat 
flour to make a batter thin enough to, 
pour. It will take about one and three- 
fourths, cupfuls. Let rise overnight; in 
the morning stir well, add one table- 
spoonful of molasses and one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of soda dissolved: in 
three tablespoonfuls .of . l&ke-warm 
water. Cook same as griddle cakes. 
Always save one-hal¢ cupful of the 
mixture to raise the next mixing in- 
stead of using yeast cake. 


Nut Muffins.—Mix ‘one and one-half 
cupfuls of bread flour, one tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and three-fourths of a 
teaspoonful of salt. Work in two table- 
spoonfuls butter and one tablespoonful 
lard, using the tips of the fingers; then 
udd thrée-fourths of a cupful of milk 
and one-fourth of a cupful of walnut

trial. A reporter for The Constitution | 
found him lying ill in his room at the! 
Piedmont hotel last night, but he was 
not so sick as to be unable to discuss— 
and cuss—postoffice inspectors and 
their methods. 

“I beat them in their effort to use 
me to get at certain newspapers,” he 
declared, “but the experience has 
temporarily broken both my health and 
spirit. For the government to pry 
into my business and try to teach me 
how to conduct it has resulted in a 
loss to me of fully $50,000. And I 
wouldn’t take $30,000 for the effect 
that it has had on my good humor. 

“I intend to have redress for this 
outrageous affair if it takes mé a life- 
time. I shall attempt to bring my 
case before congress for investigation. 
Of course my aviators now wear the 
government’s indorsement as ‘the 
world’s greatest,’ and I might use that 
later on in my advertising, but right 
now my business is crippled because 
of that prying inspector, who made a 
fool of himself in the public court.” 

Berger was formerly manager for 
Claude Grahame-White, John B. Mois- 
sant, deceased, and CHfford Harmon, 
the famous aviators. He was engaged 
in holding aviation contests in south 
Georgia towns with Fred Eels, Joseph 
Downey and Frank Castoro; as his bird- 


appeared on the scene. 

Advertising the three aviators in the 
newspapers of several towns as “the 
world’s greatest,” Berger not long ago 
in Savannah, received the surprise of 
his life when Postoffice Inspector Brit- 
ton walked up and arrested him on 
three charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud Louis. Berger, his brother,- who 
was acting as treasurer, and D. J. 
Lawrence, boss canvas man, were also 
arrested on similar charges. Berger 
states that he was made to produce $10,- 
600 bond. When the case was heard 
by United States Commissioner W. R. 
Hewlett, Berger and his representatives 
were promptly dismissed. 

Berger was forced to cancel advance 
engagements made in other cities as a 
result of the arrest and trial. His avi- 
ators whose claim to being “the world’s 
greatest” has not been repudiated by the 
government, are still in Savannah 
awaiting his return.
